Ohio artist scams 
resident of $1,400 


Granite police issue warning

Granite City detectives are looking 
for an Ohio man who scammed an 
elderly resident out of $1,400. : 

According to police reports, Louis 
Boswell and four cohorts began 
“patching” the driveway of a John- 
son Road resident at 9 a.m. Tuesday. 
The resident asked what they were 
doing. é 

The Ohio man said they were 
patching his driveway, and despite 
the resident’s protests, said they 
would patch his driveway and side- 
walk cracks for $20. The city of Gran- 
ite City would pay for the rest of the 


bill, Boswell told him. 

The resident handed over a signed 
check and told Boswell to fill in the 
amount owed. The Ohio man then 
cashed the check at a Mercantile 
Bank for $1,400 instead of the agreed- 
upon $20. 

The resident’s nephew attempted to 
have the check canceled, but he was 
too late, police said. 

Detectives are looking for Boswell, 
40, who is a 5-foot 10-inch tall, brown- 
haired white man weighing approxi- 
mately 250 pounds. 

Police obtained Boswell’s drivers 
license number, social security num- 
ber and fingerprints from Mercantile 
Bank.

Business 
may move 
to Adams

Illinois Electric Works may move 
to Granite City with the help from a 
$1.6 million tax-exempt bond from the 
city 

The East St. Louis company, which 
repairs heavy electrical generators, 
is looking at the closed Illinois Power 
building and surrounding land at 2161 
Adams St. The move would put it 
much closer to some of its major cus- 
tomers, including American Steel and 
Granite City Steel 

The City Council approved issuing 
the bond at its regular meeting Tues- 
day night. 

Dan Brown, Granite City economic 
development director, explained that 
their is no obligation on the part of 
the city for the bonds; rather, the 
company is completely responsible 
and would itself issue the bonds. 

Authority to issue the bond — a 
yearly event in the city — comes 
from the federal government for 
industrial purposes. : 

The company would bring 32 exist- 
ing jobs to Granite City, Brown said, 
and would probably hire six or seven 
more people. - 


“They’re an excellent company that 


~comes with a high recommendation,” 


he said. 


Illinois Electric would be turning 
down an opportunity to construct a 


new facility in the Sauget Industrial 
Park, he said. 


The property was appraised at 
$790,000, one reason why the city 
itself did not buy it. The company 
paid close to that amount.

lllinois and six other states 
have the dubious distinction of 
killing more young people (age 
15-24) per capita with guns 
than with cars. More than 
1,400 people in Illinois were 
killed with guns in 1995 and 
many times that number were 
shot and injured 

When the next governor 
comes into office, he needs to 
make the issue of gun violence 
a top priority. It’s clear people 
in Illinois see gun violence as 
a major public health hazard 

According to a recent Chic. 
go Tribune poll, the majority 
of people in Illinois — includ- 
ing those downstate — support 
preserving gun control regula- 
lions already in place and 
want to strengthen them fur- 
ther. 

Gun violence is not just a 
criminal justice issue, but 
increasingly, a strain on our 
health system. Many families 
lack the resources or the insur- 
ance to pay for medical bills. 
Citizens in Illinois end up foot- 
ing the bill indirectly for the 
high price of medical care 
from gunshot wounds and 
recovery and rehabilitative 
services 

According to a report from 
Children’s Memorial Medical

Center in Chicago, the govern- 
ment picked up the tab for 
more than $30 million in the 
care of pediatric gunshot 
patients during a three-year 
period. 

To begin with, the governor 
and public officials need to 
make a commitment to uphold 
the current gun control laws. 
Some of these are already 
under attack. In 1996, the well- 
organized, well-financed gun 
lobby almost succeeded in 
overturning an Illinois law pro- 
hibiting the carrying of con- 
cealed firearms. 

They may try again this 
year, despite the fact that the 
law has strong support with 70 
percent of those polled by the 
Tribune opposing allowing con- 
cealed weapons in the state. 

This attempt to overthrow 
the concealed weapons law is 
part of a disturbing ‘‘Wild 
West’’ trend which condones 
the carrying of concealed 
weapons into streets, restau- 
rants, churches and other com- 
mon areas. Such mentality can 
only drive our firearm epidem- 
ic statistics higher. It also runs 
counter to public sentiment: for 
more strict controls. 

The ability for local commu- 
nities to supersede state gun 
laws is also under attack. Illi- 
nois currently acknowledges

Also, while many of the guns 
used in crimes end up on the 
street illegally, some of them 
originally. were purchased 
legally through a gun dealer. 
In fact, officials from the 
Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco 
and Firearms say as many as 
60 percent of the guns recov- 
ered and traced from crimes 
were purchased legally at one

“Hopefully it won't be aired 
and he'll already be caught by 
Saturday,” Roth said of sus- 
pect Dennis Rabbitt 

“America’s Most. Wanted” 
featured a 15-second segment 
on Rabbitt last weekend. That 
brief. appearance yielded a 
handful of leads, Roth said. 

Rabbitt, of Cedar Hill, 
Mo., now faces more than 40 
criminal charges stemming 
from a string of attacks on 





women in the St. Louis area in 
the past decade. Collinsville 
was just one of the communi- 
ties the crew featured in the 
report. 

St. Louis city and County as 
well as St. Charles, Mo., and 
High Ridge, Mo., were sites 
for some of the attacks. A 
nationwide manhunt is under 
way for Rabbitt, who also is 
suspected of similar attacks in 
Chicago and Las Vegas. 

One of the criminal counts 
issued last week came from 
Madison County State’s Attor- 
ney Bill Haine in the Feb. 5, 
1995, attack of a Collinsville 
woman. The 34-year-old wom- 
an was assaulted by a gunman 
while her son slept in the next 
room. 

While DNA confirmed a sec- 
ond Collinsville case as well as 
another assault in Troy as 
crimes of the ‘‘South Side Rap- 
ist,’’ charges have not been 
filed in those incidents.

“I Knew when I met him 
that he was someone destined 
for great things,” bailiff Jim 
Simonds said 

“He’s smart,”’ bailiff Sam 
Zangori added. ‘‘I remember 
him when he was a teen-ager 
at Roxana High School and I 
was on the Board of 
Education.”” 

Fellow judge Nicholas Byron 
described him as 
“well-rounded, very fair, very 

ligent, and he studies the 
law.”” 

Herndon’s promotion to the 
federal bench is the first for 
Madison County since Paul 
Riley made a similar move 
from the Edwardsville 
courthouse in 1994. 

Herndon fills a vacancy open 
since 1992 and will join six 
other judges in the Southern 
District, including James 
Foreman, a senior judge whom 
Herndon said he met while in 
college.

When an individual sustains an injury, it is often 
important to obtain a statement fram an 
independent witness as to how the injury occurred. 
In many cases, such a statement will be the basis 
for an award of money damages to the injured 
party. Two recent cases will help illustrate the 
importance of an,independent witness. 

In one recent case, a sixteen year-old girl (the 
plaintiff) was driving her parent's car and was 
exiting from a shopping center. She was crossing 
over two lanes of northbound traffic with an 
intention of heading south in the opposite lanes. A 
woman (the witness) heading northbound stopped 

her car to allow the sixteen year-old girl to exit from 
| the shopping center. The woman waved her out, 
and the young girl exited from the shopping center 
cautiously. Suddenly, in the inside northbound 
lane, another driver (the defendant) was speeding 
and struck the plaintiff's car. 

Following the accident, the witness remained at 

the accident scene to describe for the police 
i officer the excessive speed of the defendant. 
However, when the officer wrote up the report, he 
| indicated in the narrative that there was failure to 
yield on the part of the plaintiff. No tickets were 
issued, but the way the officer wrote the report 
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was very detrimental 
sustained personal injuries in the accident. 

The plaintiff obtained the services of an 
attorney, and the investigator for the law office

indicating that there was total liability on the part 
of the defendant due to her excessive speed 
when the collision occurred. This witness 
statement made all the difference in this case- 

In another recent case, the plaintiff fell at a 
Laundromat in a puddle of water next to the 
washing machines. 
laundromat indicated to the plaintiff that she had 
warned the owner of the laundromat several 
times that one of the machines leaked and that 
this was a hazardous situation. Once again, the 
injured plaintiff obtained the services of an 
attorney, and the attorney's investigator went to 
the accident scene to interview the manager of 
the laundromat. Ultimately, the manager singed a 
statement indicating that the hazardous condition 
had existed at this laundromat for several weeks 
before the accident. This statement was the basis 
of a substantial award in this case.

Now’s the time to preparing 
the car now for winter weath- 
er. 

Once conditions worsen, 
everyone tries to get their car 
into a garage, said Phil Linck, 
diagnostic clinic manager for 
AAA Emergency Road Ser- 
vice 

“What takes two days now 
will take-two weeks once bad 
weather starts,’’ he said. 

One of the first steps to win- 
terizing cars is checking the 
cooling system. 

If antifreeze is an equal mix 
of water and coolant, it will 
protect a vehicle’s engine in 
temperatures as low as 30 
degrees below zero, Linck 
said. 

Pure antifreeze will cause 
the engine to overheat. 

“It’s kind of like putting too 
many eggs in a ca Linck 
said. Other car winterizing 
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Wc: takes two days now will take two 


weeks once bad weather starts."

He also warns against usin| 
wiper blades to take off wind- 
shield ice. ‘‘Buy an ice scraper 
— save the aggravation.” 

He said tires need at least 
3/32-inch tread. The easiest 
way to test the depth of a tire 
tread is to insert a penny into 
the tread; if more than Lin- 
coln’s hairline is viewable, it’s 
time for new tires. It’s also 
important to keep the tire 
pressure at the manufacturer’s 
suggested level. 

“When it snows out, people 
are under the impression that 
you should let the air out,’’ he 
said. ‘‘That is totally a myth. 
Keep the air pressure in 
there.”

“This will not totally eliminate the need for placing some 
students out-of-district,’’ Superintendent Tom Fegley told the 
board. “‘But we may have more success with some students, 
with an intermediate placement.”” 


Currently about 46 district students have been placed in 
private facilities because of profound physical or mental 
handicaps, or because of behavioral disorders, explained 
Rebecca Kolda, director of pupil personnel services 


Kolda said the new program approved by the board targets 
those students with behavioral disorders, who might be 
helped with a more structured environment, but may not 
need a private facility.

“Districts all over have been struggling with what to do 
with children with learning disabilities or emotional disorders 
who get in trouble and are suspended or expelled,’’ she said. 
“We can’t suspend any child more than 10 days who has been 
identified with a disability (without a provision for educa- 
tion).”” - 


The goal of the program, she said, is for the student to 
eventually use the transition facility to “‘earn’’ their way back 
into a regular class setting. 


The district- currently has self-contained facilities at the 
elementary and junior high school level for students with 
behavioral disorders. The new program will be a self- 
contained room at Collinsville High School. 


The program is expected to save money as compared to 
private placement of the students 


The district currently pays around $230,000 a year for sti 
dents who are placed in a private facility, after state reim- 
bursements, she said. 

“With this program, we would save roughly $50,000 for 10

East St. Louis 
adjusting in 
merger's wake 


It-was written in this column last 
spring that everyone should not jump 
to the conclusion that the merger this 
school year between Lincoln and East 
St.{Louis Senior would create a 
super-power at the East St. Louis 
school on State Street. 

Both Lincoln and East St. Louis 
Senior have had considerable success 
at the state level before the merger. 
Lincoln had been known as a power- 
house in girls and boys track and 
boys-basketball. East St. Louis Senior 
had.made a name for itself in foot- 
balk-and boys track. Quite naturally, 
with-the merger, it was assumed that 
the ‘“tnew’’ school would dominate the 
state scene. 

If the just-concluded football season 
is any indication, fans of East St 
Louis should not promaticely, reserve 
motel rooms in the Bloomington-Nor- 
mal. area for the state championship. 
If you’ll remember, East St. Lor 
was rolling along this season before 
hitting a bump in the road, known as 
the Southwestern Conference. The 
Flyers proceeded to lose three 
straight games in the conference — 
to Edwardsville, Belleville East and 
Collinsville. The Flyers finished 
fourth in the conference — unheard 
of before the merger. 

“It took us a while before we got 
going. East St. Louis athletic direc- 
tor Ted Daniels said. ‘“‘The quarter- 
back switch helped us down the 
stretch.’”” 

The Flyers did manage to make the 
playoffs, going further in the playoffs 
than any of their SWC brethren. The 
Flyers were bumped off by Cary- 
Groye in the second round. South- 
western Conference champion 
EdW@rdsville and two other SWC 
teams, Belleville East and Collins- 
ville, all went down in the first round. 
The Kahoks lost to East St. Louis in 
a rematch in the playoffs. 

Flyers fans will need to be patient. 

“Gar program is still in its infan- 
cy,” =said Daniels, taking a realistic 
approach. ‘“‘We’re going to be good 
this year, but we'll be better next 
year-It’s going to take some time to 
mere the students and -also the 
coaching staffs.’” 


What East St. Louis is going 
through might be akin to a merger in 
business. New bosses and employees 
are brought in, merging with the 
bosses and employees already in 
place; It takes time to get everyone 
in sync. 

“The kids are actually doing a bet- 
ter job of adjusting to the merger 
than-are the coaches and teachers,” 
Daniéls said. ‘‘Particularly, there’s 
been resistance from the Lincoln side 
when-their coaches were named head 
coaches. They were reluctant to bring 
in Bast St. Louis coaches on their 
staffs. The East St. Louis coaches, on 
the Other hand, have Lincoln coaches 
on their staffs.’’ 

The East St. Louis School Board 
had“no particular criteria in mind 
when the head coaches were named 
after the merger. Daniels said senior- 
ity Wasn't a factor, given that long: 
time=Lincoln football coach and ath- 
letie<director Jimmy Adams wasn’t 
hired as a head coach or athletic 
director. 

As«the keeper of the athletic 
department, Daniels, who has been at 
East= St. Louis Senior High since 
1968,-is pleased with the way things 


are going. 

“tive Fier er is going fairly wéll,”’ 
he said. ‘‘A lot of the kids knew each 
other:before the merger. The kids are 
getting along well. It was refreshing 
to seé a situation like I had in one of 
my French classes when a_couple of 
football players — one who went to 
Lincoln last year and the other who 
went—to East St. Louis last year — 
cooperated with each other to com- 
plete-an assignment.”’ 

Lost in the shuffle has been_the 
addition of freshmen to East St. Lou- 
is, Previously, both East St. Louis 
and ‘Lincoln had been three-year high 
schools. 


‘ “The addition of freshmen has 
worked out well; both academically 
and athletically,” Daniels says. 

Daniels said the physical plant at 
“East;St. Louis has been up: raded, 
including the gymnasium and locker 
rooms. Plans are in the works to put 
in’ atew floor, which had been 
damaged mm water coming in from 
a leaky roof, and also to add softball 
and baseball fields on campus. 

It probably will take several years 
to’ assess the situation at East St.

Weak plot leaves movie far short of original 


Slasher movies seemed to be 
entering a new golden age. 

“Scream” was crisp and 
witty, self-referential and 
terrifying. “Scream 2” was 
even better. ‘I Know What 
You Did Last Summer” was a 
textured tale of lost innocence 
and the consequences of lying, 
masquerading as a 
slice-and-dice film. 

Then things derailed this fall 
with the awful “Urban 
Legend.” Now, quality’s death 
knell sounds in “I Still Know 
What You Did Last Summer,” 
less a sequel than a pasty-pale 
imitation of the original with 
the action moved to a tropical 
island. 

Where “I Know” was filled 
with echoes of post-adolescent 
broken dreams and 
recriminations, ‘I Still Know” 
is a parade of 
dismemberments, 
disembowelments and 
eviscerations, bound by the 
thinnest of plots — and the 
dubious tension of wondering 
whether the two young stars

will survive to jiggle another 


day. 

Julie James (Jennifer Love 
Hewitt), who at the end of the 
first movie seemed to be 
poised to die at the hands of 
murderous fisherman Ben 
Willis (Muse Watson), is 
inexplicably back at college a 
year later, studying at 
summer school and still 
haunted by the memory of the 
previous two July Fourths. On 
the first, she and three friends, 
speeding on a mountain road 
over a beach, accidentally hit 
a fisherman. They thought 
they had killed him. But as 
they dumped him into the sea 
to hide the deed, he awoke. 

Exactly a year later, the 
fisherman, Willis, came back 
and, armed with an ice pick 
and dressed like the Gorton’s 
fisherman, started killing 
people in the small fishing 
town of Southport, N.C. (Why 






are they ALWAYS small 
towns? Don’t the hapless urban 
teens of, say, New York or 
Chicago deserve their share of 
getting picked off violently?) 

He almost got Julie and her 
sometime boyfriend, Ray 
Bronson (Freddie Prinze Jr., 
eerily reminiscent of a 
Norman Bates-era Tofly 
Perkins), but they managed to 
do him in. Or did they? 

“T Still Know” finds Julie 
heading — thanks to a radio 
contest to a remote island of 
the Bahamas with her new 
bestest friend, Karla Wilson 
(Brandy), Karla’s boyfriend 
Tyrell (Mekhi Phifer) and 
Julie's wannabe boyfriend Will 
Benson (Matthew Settle). The 
vacation is for ... THE JULY 
FOURTH WEEKEND. Hello! 

With obligatory 
killer’s-eye-view shots and 
quasi-Hitchcockian oblique 
angles, “I Still Know” is a 
technically sound, if 
unoriginal, movie. There’s 
nothing really wrong with it 
except that it isn’t very good. 
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Jennifer Love Hewitt and Brandy in a scene from "I 
Still Know What You Did Last Summer." 


It is, though, somewhat 
muddled if you haven’t seen 
the first film.

As a boy, Hendricks admired 
the Four Step Brothers in 
Saturday movie matinees. 
Even though some of his 
friends teased him and called 
his dancing “‘sissy stuff,” he 
wanted to learn the intricate 
footwork. 

The chance to train with 
Maceo Anderson of the famous 
Four Step Brothers lured 
Hendricks from St. Louis to 
Las Vegas after he graduated 
from Roosevelt High School. 
While attending the University 
of Nevada at Las Vegas, he 
won a role as an understudy in 
Anderson’s cruise ship act. 

“What little tap I thought I 
knew, I showed him,” 
Hendricks said with a laugh. 
“He said, ‘That's not tap 
dancing.’ Then he showed us 
all of these steps.” 

Tap has its own terminology, 
and Hendricks learned the 
steps he had been doing have 
names: shuffle, brush toe, 
cramp tones, flips and over the 
top, among others. 

“Then it went on to another 
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stage,” Hendricks said. “You 
have to learn how to improv 
(improvise), That was the fun 
part. You're like, ‘Oh, my 
goodness.’ Tap is really broken 
down into how you feel and 
what you feel. I’m talking to 
you; I’m saying something.” 

Lead dancer in ‘“Eubie” and 
“The Crucible,” Hendricks, 36, 
has appeared on Broadway in 
“Black and Blue” and in Las 
Vegas in ‘Mad Hattan.” 

He danced in these feature 
films: “Gleaming the Cube,” 
“House Party 2,” “Double 
Panic” and “Tap,” which 
starred Sammy Davis Jr. and 
Gregory Hines. 

His dancing and 
choreography television credits 
include work with L.L. Cool 
and Alfonso Riebiro. 

Hendricks lives in Los 
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Angeles with his wife and 
children. After working with 
stars of film and television, 
he’s considering more 
involvement in film. 

He was the lead dancer in 
the “Trading Taps” number of 
“Riverdance: The Show” at 
the Fox Theatre. 

Watching him smoothly glide 
and tap across the huge Fox 
stage, trading routines with 
“Riverdance” star and Irish 
dance champion Pat Roddy 
convinces the audience that 
Hendricks loves his work. 

“T had the privilege to be 
around a lot of the old hoofers, 
and some of them have 
passed,” Hendricks said. “Now 
we have the opportunity to 
share this with people around 
the world.
